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Cardiomyopathy.  How  many  of  us,  hearing  that  word,  immediately 
hear  "cah-dio-myah-puthy"  and  think  of  Dr  John  Fenoglio.  The 
starched  white  coat  and  shoe  polish  black  hair  and  moustache,  the 
twinkle  in  the  eye  at  some  professorial  mischief,  and  that  Boston 
drenched  erudition  with  which  we'll  always  hear  cardiopathologic  ter- 
minology. We  all  first  heard  him  in  lecture  and  were  at  least  pleased 
with  the  clarity  of  his  explanations,  if  not  impressed  with  the  fact  that  he 
was  one  of  the  pioneers  of  the  diagnostic  endomyocardial  biopsy.  In 
fact,  many  of  the  topics  he  lectured  on  were  first  defined  and  elucidated 
by  him.  For  those  fortunate  enough  to  have  had  him  as  a  lab  instructor 
the  lessons  were  greater.  He  demonstrated  that  a  top  specialist  did  not 
mean  being  a  narrowly  defined,  lab-bound  researcher,  but  rather  a 
broad  minded  thinker  who  could  bring  understanding  of  all  of  medi- 
cine, as  well  as  the  experience  of  a  well-lived  life,  to  bear  on  the  partic- 
ular problem  at  hand. 

And  of  course  we  have  to  think  of  the  openness  and  clarity  of  his  time  at 
the  medical  center  after  his  diagnosis  with  aids.  John  Fenoglio  was  not 
a  man  to  sit  at  home  and  withdraw  into  the  gloom  of  potentially  terminal 
illness.  He  embodied  the  concept  of  a  person  "living  with  AIDS."  He 
continued  to  teach,  to  supervise  a  lab,  to  work  with  his  residents,  to 
carry  out  his  duties  as  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Pathology, 
to  research  and  publish.  And  there  were  other  things  that  few  of  us 
knew  about  until  after  he  died.  In  recent  years,  he  had  founded  and  di- 
rected the  first  permanent  medical  facility  on  Fire  Island  and  continued 
working  with  the  volunteer  fire  department  whenever  he  could. 
Cahdiomy  ahputhy .  Hear  that  word  and  be  reminded  of  a  dignified  man , 
a  great  teacher,  a  malicious  —  though  charming  —  wit,  and  a  meticu- 
lous dresser,  who  liked  to  wear  red  suspenders  and  chase  after  fire  en- 
gines on  the  weekend.  It  is  with  these  thoughts  we  dedicate  this  book  to 
Dr.  John  J.  Fenoglio,  Jr.

As  you  complete  years  of  study  and  training  at  P&S,  years  which 
have  been  strenuous,  challenging  and  exciting,  we  congratulate  you  on 
this  high  achievement.

The  relationship 
with  the  patient  begins  and  ends  with  the  physician's  offer  of  compas- 
sion and  respect.  I  wish  you  well.
